Bloomfontein, Oct. 4th: The govern- 
ment of the ag Free State publishes a 
telegram from Bashof stating that the 
British forces had crossed the border and 
that fighting had commenced. Another 
telegram says troops have crossed the 
border, but no fighting has occurred. This 
government discredits the reports.

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STILL ALIVE. 

The Winnipeg Telegram, conserva- 
tive, has a despatch from Victoria, B. 
C., dealing with Hon. Jos, Martin, 
late atterney-general of British Co- 
lumbia, in which he is spoken of as a 
nightmare to both pariies in provincial 
poltics. The despatch says : 

“There is nothing for it then but 
an appeal to the people. The govern- 
ment will bang on ti!l January and 
will then bs defeated on « want of 
confidence vote. In an appeal to the 
people at the present stage bad govern- 
ment would result. There would 
likely be three patties—Mainland, 
Island, and Socialist-Labor party,— 
and the strongest of these, the So- 
cialist-Labor party, with Joe Martin 
at their head. The election would be 
confusion confounded. If the Main 
land party got in Joe Martin with his 
six ljabor followers, he is sure of six, 
would make them toe the mark; if the 
sland party were called to power Joe 
Martin would force them io make him 
premier and pass more labor laws, 
and lots of them. * * * The 
conservatives will no doubt carry the 
country, but they cannot hope to 
secure a large enough majority to 
shake themselves free from British 
Columbia's “horrible nightmare,” 
Joe Martin, and his following. Should 
the liberals win there will be the same 
trouble, so that unless some means 
can be found of disposing of this 
gentleman British Columbia will have 
no peace, politically, for many years 
to come.” 

It is certainly enough to give the 
Telegram the horrors to find that a 
man who is not the bond slave of 
monopoly—who dosen’t have to be— 
is a power in a great province, But 
80 it is. 


IN a recent issue the Regina Leader 
says editorially : 

“It is really difficult to find a 
reason for the failure (of the Dominion 
government) to recognize the serious 
needs of local government in the Ter- 
ritories. The Dominion government 
is filling these Territories, and every 
new comer is an added burden to our 
limited means; and yet nothing is 
dene to help us to maintain our public 
institutions under this added strain 
brought about by circumstances over 
which we are not allowed to exercise 
any control.” 


Wouid it be an answer to the fore- 
going to say that the editor of the 
Leader had animosities against a mem- 
ber of the federal government, or that 
he was actuated by; local prejudice? 
And supposing some unfortunate 
member of parliament were to take 
practical measures towards securing 
redress of the grievances alleged, 
would the Leader impute personal 
animosity or local prejudice to such a 
member or members? That is what 
it did under like circumstances on one 
notable occasion in the very recent 


past.

Tue Leduc News xsks the world at 
large and Mr. Oliver in particuiar 
how it is that binding twine is dearer 
this year than last, although the duty 
is taken off. The reason is that the 
people who have it to sell ask more for 
it than they did in previous years. 
The existence or absence of duty does 
not fix the market price. That 
is a function only of conserva- 
tive governments. But the market 
price in the case of binder 
twine is lower by the amount of the 
duty by reason of its removal. 


Tue Yorkion Enterprise says that 
“Many of the Doukhobors are poor 
and will have to be assisted over the 
first winter.” It advises a govern- 
ment loan rather than charity. It 
says: “The Galicians were soon 
made to understand that no appeal 
on charitable grounds would be listen- 
ed to, and begging which began to 
assume the form of a nuisance was 
promptly put down.”.

AGRICULTURAL MEETING. 


Messrs. G, H. V. Bulyea, Angus 
McKay and T. N. Willing adcvessed 
a meeting in Robertson Hall on Tues- 
day afternoon on subjects of: interest 
to the farmers of the district. There 


was a comparatively small attendance, 
owing to the late and busy season, 
but a great deal of interest was maui- 
fested. ‘T. W. Lines, president of the 
board of trade, occupied the chair. 

G. H. V. Bulyea, commissicner, or 


minister, of agriculture for the Ter-. 


ritories, was the first speaker. He 


dealt chiefly with the subject of. 


agricultural societies. There were 41 
societies in the Territories last year 


The new ordinance on tie subject 
was framed with a view of securing 
greater interest by the farmers in the 
societies. The institute feature of the 
societics had been much neglected in 
the past. To be of benefit meetings 
for the interchange of facts and ideas 
must be held. The successful farmer 
would thus benefit his neighbors. 
Many people seemed to consider that 
the only purpose of a society was to 
hold an exhibition. This was very 
desirable, but so was the holding of 
meetings. The government had in- 
tended not to pay any grant unless 
two meeting had been held in the 
year. But this had been modified. 
The local government gives $1 for 
every dollar of membership fees up to 
$150, but the membership must be 50 
or over. The annual grant from the 
Ottawa government of $7,000 will he 
hereafter distributed amongst the 
societies by the local government as a 
special aid to the hoiding of shows. 


; In order to get a grant for show pur- 


poses a society must have $350 in 
subscribed funds outside of municipal 
or local government aid. Having 
that amount the local government will 
put up dollar for dollar up to $1,000. 
This policy was intended to encourage 
the holding of larger shows than had 
been usual under the former system. 


So that small places should not feel | 


aggrieved, two or more small societies 
wight combine to hold a single show. 
The show might be held at each place 
alternately. This has been done very 
satisfactorily already by Qu’Appelle, 
Fort Qu’Appelle and Indian Head. 
He suggested the re-organization of 
the Edmonton society before Dec. 
15th. On thie strength of the society 
at that date che grants of this and 
next year would be paid. The weed 
question had become very important 
in Manitoba, and was becoming so in 
the Territories, He knew of land on 
the Red River that could not be sold 


| at any price on account of baving be- 


come weedy. The Territorial govern- 
ment had appointed a weed inspector 
who had taken active steps to sup- 
press weeds along the C. P. R. main 
line. So far, only inspection work had 
been done in Alberta, but next year 
the weed law would be enforced. 
Angus McKay, manager of the 
Dominion experimental farm at In- 
dian Head, said he could not advise 
farmers here, as the conditions differed 
somewhat from where he -had been 
operating. He could only tell the 
results as he had found them. The 
great trouble he had found in 
his twelve years experience at Indian 
Head had been lack of moisture. 


| His principal efforts had been to over- 


come that difficulty. Speaking of the 
distribution cf samples of, seeds, 
flowers, shrubs and trees, he advised 
that applications for next year’s dis- 
tribution be put in as soon as possible 
after Nov. Ist. The government 
would distribute to agricultural 
societies sufficient seed of wheat, 
oats and barley to seed ten acres, 
for experimental purposes, under 
the direction of the society. 
He had found that by 
by summerfallowing the moisture of 
one year could be stored in the ground 
to be used for next season’s crop. 
Summerfallowing delayed the ripening 
ofwheat nine days, oats five days, and 
barley four days, but gave a difference 
in yield of 15 bushels of wheat 47 of 
oats and 15 of barley over crop on 
stubble iand. In twelve years the 
crop at Indian Head farm had not 
been frozen, proving that the crop had 
aot been too late. Plowing for sum- 
merfallow should be as soon after 
seeding as possible so that the newly 
plowed land could get the June rains. 
Plowing should be nine inches deep +t 
least once in four years. There 
should be a bed of stirred soil between 
the hard pan and the roots of the crop, 
to hold sufficient moisture for the 
crop. The land should be cultivated 
three or four times during the season 
to keep down the weeds. Wheat took 
from 125 to 136 days to mature. Oats 
less and barley still less. - The proper 
season to sow wheat was in the first 
three weeks after the frost is out of 
the ground enough to let the grain be 
planted 24 inches deep. He advocat- 
ed planting at that depth. The second 
week was the best. For oats the best 
time was from May Ist to 10th. Oats 
were more injured by spring frosts 
than wheat, and barley still more SO, 
and should be sown a little later, 
Red fife wheat was injured least of 
all. Spring frosts retarded the growth 
of oats and barley even if they did 
not kill, Oats were not easily injured 
by frost for feed purposes, but were 
very easily injured for seed. In this 
year of late ripening he would warn 
every farmer to try the germinating 
power of his seed oats before planting 
them, as frosted oats would not grow 
well, if at all. He had experimented 
for several years with sound and 
frozen seed grain. While the seasons 
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Id advise every man to do the

maturity. Speaking of grass, he had 
found only brome and native rye grass 
successful. The brome gave good hay 
for two years and good pasture besides. 
The rye grass was easier to grow and 


ut did not give The rye 
ofl was specially good for horses. 
Tne brome grass could be renewed 
without seeding, by plowing and har- 
rowing inthe fall. To kill it, plow 
shallow in June and backset in the 
fall. Ten or twelve. pounds of seed 
‘were used’to the acre. It was hard 
to sow properly in windy weather. 
For brome grass, Paid stubble Zour 
inches deep after seeding season. It does 
better sown alone than wich another 
crop. The seed can bs threshed with 
an ordinary thresher by raising the 
concave. 

Mr. McKay answered a number of 
questions, on the conclusion of his 
main address. In dry weather the 
suriace of the ground should be kept 
stirred so that the moisture would : 
retained. Grain shouid be sown deep 
30 that the surface could be stirred 
without the roois of the grain being 
disturbea. 

T. N. Willing, weed inspector for 
the Territorial government, had 
large number of weeds which he had 
pulled around town on which to base 
kis remarks. Amongst them were some 
very fine samples of the Canada 
thistle. As preliminary argument he 
said that if the crop of the west 
amounted to 50,000,000 bushels this 
year and the weed seeds were two 
bushels in the hundred the direct logs 
to the farmers by growing the weeds 
was a million bushels, worth nearly 
half a million dollars. Weeds were 
divided into severel classes. Annuals 
which grew from seed and ripened 
their seed the same year. Biennials 
which grew from seed one year and 
ripened their seed next year, and 
Perennials which grew from roots 
every yar. The annuals included 
some which grew from seed in the 
spring, ripened their seed and started 
another growth in the fall. Asa rule 
annuals were best handled by early 
summerfaliowing. Late summerfal- 
lowing in many cases only plowed 
down the seeds of the early ripening 
annuals. The principle to be follow- 
ed with annuals was to allow the seeds 
to germinate and then destroy the 


plants by plowing and subsequent |

cultivation, The treatment for 
biennials was the same in general ‘as 
for annuals. Ths perennials were of 
deap rooted and shallow rooted, 
varieties. The Canada thistle was of 
the deep rooted variety. Mow when 
in bloom, plow deep and keep culti- 
vation going so as not to allow the 
roots to ferm leaves. The leaves 
were the lungs and stomach of a plant. 
If the root was uot allowed to pro- 
duce leaves it} would lose its vitality, 
To allow it to form leaves was simply 
to renew its staying powers, For 
shallow rooted perennials plow 
ow in warm weather and cultivate 
frequently to expose the roots to the 
sun. He showed. specimens of yar- 
row, false tansy or carrot top and 
others. Also a specimen of stink 
weed. This tainted milk and beef, 
‘and was very detrimental to dairying, 
cattle being very fond of it. Is is a 
winter annual, starting from seed of 
the same year’s gzowth. The seed 
ripens very unevenly, some being ripe 
while the rest is green, and even very 
green seed will germinate. The seed 
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equater or 39.37 inches. This unit of 
length is fixed practically by the 
length between two points on a stand- 
ard rod k»pt at a central point and at 
a certain temperature, just as is neces. 
sary in the cass of our imperial yard 
measure. When for special measure- 
ments it is desirable to use larger or 
smaller units than this standerd, these 
are formed by pzefixing the words 
deca, hecto, kilo, ete. to the name of 
the standard to indicate 10 times, 100 
times, 1,000 times, respectively, and 
similarly by prefixing deci, centi, mille, 
ete, to indicate the. tenth, the hundreth, 
the thousandth part, Taken in con. 
nection with the decimal notation in 
the writing of numbers such a system 
of forming the multiples and sub- 
muitipies saves all unnecessary calcula- 
tions in reducing tothe standard unit. 
The above remarks apply in the same 
manner to the units of volume and 
mass, the litre and gram respectively. 
Any intelligent person will readily 
appreciate the advantage of the system 
compared with our own if he estimates 
the mental effort and time required by 
a school boy in reducing a distance 
expressed in inches to miles, and com-

when cut or pulled to prevent the 
seed from growing. Fallow early and 
cultivate frequently. Shepherd’s purse, 
a bad weed in gardens here. Pepper 
grass, ball mustard, and worm seed 
were troublesome where people sowed 
on stubble. Pig weed, red root, false 
flax, cow cockle were. also shown and 
discussec. Wild oats ripen earlier 
than others, hence they re-seeded be- 
fore other crops were cut. Summer- 
fallowing was reconimended. A 
sample of wild mustard or charlock 
was shown. This had not spread 
much yet and should not be allowed 
to. Mustard seed has been known to 
remain in the soil for 27 years. Sweet 
grass was shown. Very prevalent here. 
Sometimes mistaken for couch grass, 
but much more difficult io deal with. 
Plow deep in June and sow a heavy 
crop of bariey on top ; or plow in July, 
harrow at once and plow again the 
same week. For couch grass plow 
shaliow-and dry out the roots. Alkali 
grass or fox tail is easily killed by 
cultivation, , Chickweed should be 
destroyed ‘whenever seen. 

Of poisunous plants the poison hem- 

lock or wild parsnip was shown. The 
roots only are poisonous. The plant 
grows in wet places and cattle are apt 
to get the reots in the early spring. 
Mr. Willing could not describe.the 
symptoms of hemlock poison. 
- - Dhe poison larkspur, having a blue 
flower, grew in small bluffs. Cattle 
were apt to eat it in spring when feed 
was scarce. In Assiniboia it had beon 
found necessary to fence some of the 
bluffs to keep cattle from them. 

The loco weed was poisonous in 
some countries, but might not be in 
this, It is plentiful here. Resembiesthe 
wild vetch and has a yellow head of 
_-fiewers. In California animals eat- 

ing it become insane. 

The apples of the nightshade plant 

- Were poisonous. 

Before feeding the tailings from the 
thresher or fanner they should bo 
boiled to destroy the germinating 
power of the seeds. Crushing did not 
affect the small seeds. Elevators 
w2re not allowed to return to farmers 
the seeds taken out of their grain by 
the cleaning apparatus. A thresher 
should always be run afew minutes 
after any grain was fed to it to get 
rid of weed seeds, so that the seeds on 
one farm would not be carried to 
another. 

W. Trant, of Regina, who is accom- 
panying the party on their trip, spoke 
for a ‘few minutes in support of the 
re-organization of the Edmonton agri- 

- cultural society. 

Frank Oliver, M. P., moved a vote 
of thanks to the commissioner and 
his party for the information imparted, 
and an expression of satistaction at 
the very practical measures taken by 
the Northwest department of agri- 
culture in the interest of the farmers 
offthe Territuries. 

D. Ross seconded, and the vote was 
carried unanimously. 

The party left at once for Fort Sas- 
katchewan where they were billed to 
hold a meeting the same evening. 

THE METRIC ss YSTEM. 
Bprror BULLETIN. 

Sir Henry Joly de Lothisiere re- 
cently eddressed the Winnipeg board 
of trade on the metric system and the 
advantages to be derived from its 
universal adoption as the standard of 
distances, weights and measures. That 
it thas much to commend it must 
be admitted by the unprejudiced mind. 
That it has: already been adopted 
practicaily by scientific men the world 
over, that it is the system in use in 
the scientific departments of our ‘ni- 
versities as the cne best adapted to 
scientific calculations, that the instru- 
ments of delicacy and precision in use 
in these universities are constructed 
on its simple principles, are strong 
arguments in its favor. A practical 
application of its advantages readily 
grasped by all, is found in our system 
of currency where dollars and cents 
have superseded the obsolete and 
cumbersome British currency of pounds, 
shillings and pence. Any school boy 
knows how easy it is to multiply or 
divide. by tens or hundreds, the pro-- 
cess involving only a change in the 
lecimal point. The unit of measure- 
mentin the metric system is approxi- 
mately the ten-millionth part of the 
distance from the north pole to the 
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to kilometres. In the latter it in- 
volves simply the moving of the 
decimal point oae figure to the 
left for each division by ten. Prof. 
Marshall, M. H. F. R.8.E., of Queen’s 
University, Kingston, says iv his in- 
the the science of 
dyuamics: ‘‘In the English system 
of forming multiples and sub multi- 
ples the numbers seems to have been 
chosen with a view of containing as 
many prime factors as possible, an 
imaginary advatitage which has 
occasioned a very grest amount of un- 
necessary calculation.” It is scarcely 
to be expecte* that national prejudice 
will permit of the early adoption of 
this system, but to any one who under- 
stands both, it must be apparent that 
compared with the complicated and 
confusing English system, the metric 
system is simple, convenient, easy of 
computation and readily understood. 
For a scientific man to attempt any 
original investigation in the domain of 
astronomy or pbysics without the use 
of the metric system would be equally 
as absurd as for the British govern- 
ment of to-day to put its soldiers in 
the field armed with the old Brown 
Bess musket.

As all stations on the C. & E. line 
have agencies for implements and 
ltwine, the sales at Edmonton and 
Strathcona would not cover the 
country quite as far south as Leduc— 
less than twenty miles distant. The 
calculation is confined to the drainage 
hasin of the Saskatchewan for a dis- 
tance of 35 miles west and 70 miles 
east. In that region the crop area is 
about equally divided between wheat 
and cats. The wheat yield gave 
premise of being exceptionally heav;, 
equal to an average of over 30 bushels 
to the acre. But owing to the 
August and September rains delaying 
ripening many farmers cut their 
wheat rather green, resulting in a 
considerable shrinkage. Estimate 
36,143 acres—half of the whole—in 
wheat, and the yield at 20 bushels, 
and the result is 762,860 bushels of 
wheat. Oats gave every promise of 
a heavy crop and yields of over 100 
bushels to the acre are already re- 
ported from the threshers. But 
allowing for late crop, hailed crop and 
green feed it should be safe to place 
the yield of vats at 40 bushels per 
acre. This on an equal area with the 
wheat would give 1,445,720 bushels of 
oats or a total of 2,168.580 bushels. 
The amount of barley grown is quite 
unimportant and. may he reckoned 
with the oats. 

The number of binders sold is a 
very good sign of the increase of crop 
acreage. The total sales for the sea- 
son at Edmonton and Strathcona is 
300.
